tion for that period. For the 
first two weeks in Ju ly , the 
figu re was 9 .1 percen t. 
Those figu res, howev er, do 
n ot reflect ou t-of-work resi­ 
den ts who are n ot eligible for 
u n employ men t ben efits. That 
is why the actu al u n employ ­ 
men t rate is higher than the 
percen tage of those receiv in g 
compen sation .

T h e employ e, Michelle M cCloskey , 20, of 19 
S te ph a n Street, prom ptly pleaded gu ilty to the tw o charges 
before City Ju d g e H u bert A. Richter. 


T h e fact th at th e mon ey had been m issin g w as m ade 
pu blic by M ay or F ran cis R. Koen ig followin g the a rre st of 
M iss McCloskey at City Hall W edn esday aftern oon . 


T h e police in v estigation w as lau n ched M on day after the 
m ay or w as in form ed by City T re a su re r F ran cis H. Law that 
tw o ban k deposits w ere m issin g. Law told th e F reem an that 
he becam e a w a re th a t the mon ey w as m issin g last Friday , 


bu t th ou g h t th at it m ay hav e been m isplaced. After a search 
failed to tu rn u p the cash an d checks (pay m en ts for gen eral 
tax es), the m ay or w as in formed of the situ ation . 
A ccordin g to D epu ty Police Chief W illaim A. Slov er, Miss 
M cCloskey , w ho becam e an employ e of the tr e a s u r e r ’s office 
in J a n a r y u n der a federal program , w as iden tified as the 
alleged thief ‘‘th rou g h a process of elim in ation .

highest state and local taxes of 
any Americans, and residents 
of l/ouisiana pay the lowest, 
according to Money magazine. 
The magazine, in its August 
edition, said Wisconsin resi­ 
dents pay an average of $3,219 
a year in taxes, compared to 
the $662 paid by thosee in 
l/Hiisiana. 
After Wisconsin, the highest 
taxed states are Minnesota at 
$2,894, New York at $2,755 
and Massachusetts at $2,637. 
After l/ouisiana, the lowest 
taxed states are Florida at 
$899, Wyoming at $903 and 
Nevada at $949 All others pay 
an average tax in excess of 
$1,000 a year, the magazine 
said. 
Generally, persons in the 
South paid the lowest taxes, 
and residents in the Midwest 
and Northeast the highest. 
Money said the wide vari­ 
ations are for two principal 
reasons: Some states and lo­ 
calities are stingier with ser­ 
vices than others, and some 
place a heavier tax burden on 
businesses. 
In 1/Hiistana. for example, 
the magazine placed the aver­ 
age tax at $662 — about one- 
fifth of that paid in Wisconsin. 
Ixumiana gets 30 |»ercent of its 
tax revenues from a tax on 
exploitation of oil and other 
natural resources - a tax first 
enacted in the days of Gov. 
Huey I/»ng. 
The magazine compiled a

WASHINGTON -U .S. officials at th e h igh tst lev els are 
worried th at th e sh ah of Iran may be liv ing bey ond h is means. 


His lmj» erial Majesty env isions h imself ' 
*6e ruL-f of a 
modern Persian emp ire, wh ich once again will become a worid 
p ower. Toward th is end, h e is sp ending h is bounteous oil 
rev enues to build a military mach ine with out p arallel in th e 
Middle East. 
According to th e latest confidential estimates, h owev er, th e 
sh ah 's oil reserv es, at best, will last for anoth er two decades. 
Th is will leav e th e unp redictable, ambitious, recklessly greedy 
sh ah with little more th an a down p ay ment on th is dream of 
glory . 
Rath er th an abandon h is dream, th ey fear p riv ately , h e may 


march h is U.-S.-made army into neigh boring Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait and annex th eir oil fields. 
Signs of th e sh ah ’s forth coming financial embarrassment are 
ev ery wh ere. Since th e first of th e y ear, h e h as been forced to 
cut back oil p roduction by 15 p er cent. He also backed out of 
a deal to inv est h eav ily in Pan American World Airway s. He 
tried to blame th is on Pan Am's internal p roblems, but 
dip lomatic sources say th e sh ah h ad “oth er p riorities" for h is 
dwindling money . 
For all its oil rich es, Iran is also deep ly in debt. Th e sh ah , 
according to U.S. officials familiar with h is finances, owes 
about $3 billion in bilateral and multilateral loans. 
Ev en wh ile h e is gouging th e U. S. tax p ay ers for th e oil th ey 
buy , h e is migh ty slow in p ay ing th e $1.1 billion h e owes th em. 
He h as $780 million in outstanding debts at th e Ex p ort-Imp ort

Bank alone. Anoth er $230 million in foreign aid loans h as nev er 


bCEv en"more p uzzling is a $23 million Lend-Lease debt left ov er 
from World War II. Th e sh ah h as refused to p ay it, claiming 
with p erp lex ing Persian logic th at th e debt is someh ow negated 
by th e “wear and tear" th e Allies wreaked up on h is railroad 
sy stem during th e war. 
Iran owes additional millions in agricultural loans, Comitiodi. 
tv Credit Corp oration loans and interest due on h is debts. Yet 
h e h as rep aid th e U.S. tax p ay ers for th ir generosity by leading 
th e clamor inside th e oil cartel for h igh er p rices. 
Th e th reatened p rice boost in Sep tember, gov ernment econo- 
mists h av e warned p riv ately , will h alt America’s eocnomic 
recov ery in its tracks Already , th e oil squeeze h as caused th e 
United States more damage th an any blow since World War 
II 
Th e sh ah more th an any oth er singl indiv idual was 
resp onsible. 
Driv en by h is grandiose dreams and sch emes, th e sh ah h as 
issued roy al decrees ordering h is subject* to work h arder and 
waste less. At th e same time, h e h as boosted h is defense 
sp ending to a record $8 billion annually . T h at’s a tremendous 
44 p er cent increase ov er last y ear. 
Th e United States h as sold h im th e bulk of h is armaments- 
$6 billion worth in th e p ast two y ears alone. Indeed, th e General 
Accounting Office h as warned th at th e "ex tensiv e sale’’ of 
military skills to Iran "could adv ersely affect th e readiness 
status of United States forces.” 
Wh at does th e sh ah p lan to do with h is mush rooming military 
ap p aratus? For th e record, h e talks about being th e p eaceful 
p rotector of th e Persian Gulf. But wh en th e British p ulled out 
of th e island of Abu Musa-wh ich was claimed by th e sh eikh dom 
of Sh ariah -th e sh ah didn’t both er about negotiations. He 
simp ly seized th e strategic island and began fortify ing it. 
He also was able to rush a 1,500-man force to th e op p osite 
end of th e Persian Gulf to h elp th e sultan of Oman quell a 
guerrilla rebellion. Now th e sh ah h as a h uge Hov ercraft fleet, 
p urch ased from Britain. He can send a battalion of troop s 
across th e Persian Gulf and land th em in Saudi Arabia or 
Kuwait with in h alf an h our. 
Th is is p recisely wh at some h igh officials fear h e will do. 
TALKING BACK: We alway s seek th e comments of th ose 
we write about. Earlier th is month , we identified v arious Sov iet 
newsmen, including Izv estia’s p onderous Wash ington cor­ 
resp ondent Stanislav Kondrash ov , as KGB sp ies. Kondrash ov 
nev er returned our calls. 
In anoth er column, we rep orted th at Rep . Larry McDonald, 
D.-Ga., th e Clown Prince of th e House, h ad squandered $40,000 
of th e tax p ay ers’ money th is y ear to p rint scurrilous unp rov en 
attacks on assorted v ictims in th e Congressional Record. Two 
of our rep orters tried but failed to coax h im off th e House floor 
to comment. 
Now both Kondrash ov and McDonald h av e belatedly re­ 
sp onded— Kondrash ov in Izv estia and McDonald in th e 
Congressional Record. We are h ap y to summarize th eir 
statements. 
"Jack Anderson,” wrote Kondrash ov , "is th e leader in th e 
unclev er but v eh ement comp etition—at discrediting interna­ 
tional detente and sp oiling th e atmosp h ere of Sov iet-U.S. 
relations.” He accused us of being anti-Sov iet. 
McDonald h ad a different op inion of us. “It is clear," h e 
declared, “th at th e real motiv ating factor beh ind Anderson’s 
ire is (op p osition to th ose) ex p osing ex tremist and Marx ist 
Leninist aims and tactics.” He accused us of being p ro-Sov iet. 


The new Federal Electio n Co mmissio n is g etting 
o ff to a bad start. Created by the 9 3 rd Co ng ress to 
enfo rce new federal laws o n po litical financing , the 
co m m issio n has made its dehut with a questio nable 
decisio n arriv ed at in a questio nable way . 
The decisio n is that po litical parties can accept 
free serv ices, arena space o r o ther inducem ents fro m 
a city o r public ag ency bidding fo r a natio nal 
co nv entio n, but no t fro m a priv ate firm in the same 
city .

Isn’t the co m ­ 
missio n sim ply setting up a sy stem that runs the 
risk o f "laundering ” priv ate co ntributio ns to a 
co nv entio n? Po litical parties either sho uld be re­ 
quired to pay all their co nv entio n ex penses, o r 
sho uld be free to accept help fro m any public o r 
priv ate so urces that want to help. 
The co m missio n decided o n its po licy at a secret 
meeting . When the six members were quizzed by a 
Senate co m m ittee at co nfirmatio n hearing s earlier 
this y ear, all six said they wo uld fav o r co nducting 
as much o f their business in public as po ssible. 
When they g o t o rg anized and beg an deliberating a 
sensitiv e issue, fo ur o f the six v o ted to keep the 
press and the public o ut. 
The law sno uld hav e required an o pen-do o r po licy 
fo r a co mmissio n with the po wer to make rules 
g o v erning o ur po litical pro cess. It is no t to o late fo r 
Co ng ress to co rrect the o v ersig ht.

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Pathologist 
Testifies 


RA LEIG H , N.C. (U PI) — 1 he pathologist who performed 
the autopsy on the body of Clarence Alligood says the 62- 
year-old white jailer engaged in sexual activity moments 
before he was stabbed to death in .loan Little s cell. 


Miss Little, a 21-year-old black woman, says she stabbed 
Alligood when he tried to rape her. The state, trying her for 
murder, claims she lured him into her cell to kill him and 
escape. 


Dr. Charles Gilbert testified Wednesday that “ some 
stimulation occurred to the ejaculatorv mechanism before 
death.” 


“ Could that stimulation to the ejaculatory mechanism 
have been caused by sexual activity?" asked chief defense 
attorney Jerry Paul during cross examination. 


“ It could have," answered Gilbert. 
“ Would you say that there had been sexual activity?” 
continued Paul, 


In my opinon, there would have had to have been sexual 
activity prior to death,” said Gilbert. 
Alligood, father of six, was found partially nude, was 
stabbed 11 times with an icepick in Miss Little’s Beaufort 
County jail cell Aug. 27, 1974, Miss Little had escaped the 
cell, where she had been awaiting appeal of a breaking and 
entering conviction. 
She surrendered eight days later and claimed Alligood 
tried to rape her. 
Three state’s witnesses, including Gilbert, testified Wed­ 
nesday. Defense attorneys, in cross examination, pursued 
their contention that evidence in the cell — including 
Alligood’s body — may have been tampered with. 
“ I think all of the witnesses that have testified to date 
have been beneficial to the defense,” said attorney Marvin 
Miller after Wednesday’s session. He said “ it appears the 
state’s case may be over by the end of the week. Our case 
will take at least a week to two weeks.” 
Gilbert said the Beaufort County Medical examiner, Dr. 
Harry Carpenter, initially examined Alligood’s body and 
told him to examine the semen on Alligood's leg. 
But Gilbert said that when Alligood’s body arrived at Pitt 
Hospital from Beaufort County Hospital, where Carpenter 
examined the body, he found semen in Alligood's penis but 
none on his leg. 
“ Assuming that Dr. Carpenter saw the seminal fluid, and 
you did not, would you say it had been wiped away?” Paul 
asked Gilbert. 
“ Assuming that, it had to be wiped away, yes sir,” said 
Gilbert. 


New York City Negotiations Recessed Again 


N EW YORK (U PI) - Nego­ 
tiations aimed

Teejiees and stone houses will reflect the 
theme "Two Cultures in Harmony" at Stone 
House Day. New Paltz. August 2 when Native 
Americans, or as Columbus called them. "Indi­ 
ans". will take full part in the day's traditional 
demonstrations and events. 
The influence of the Native American cul* 
ture. a day-to-day part of early colonial living, 
bad been neglected in past Stone House Day 
celebrations. This year the Association of 
Native Americans is one of the co-sponsors 
along with the 300 year old Reformed Church 
of New Paltz. 
A "tee[)ee village" set up on the church 
grounds will offer the American Indian picture 
of living in 1677, when the "red men" agreed 
to negotiate with the "white men" for the 
peaceful sale of lands in the New Paltz area. A 
full costume pageant will portray the signing of 
the jH*ace treaty and Huguenot's payment of 
650 items called for in the past. 
The Native American group will present 
authentic Indian dances and music, and will 
demonstrate crafts such as basket-weaving and 
arrow head chipping and cooking over an ojn*n 
fire. 
The 
church 
committee, 
headed 
by 
co- 
chairmen Gerald Beyer has planned an array of 
all-dav events and demonstrations to comple­ 
ment the Indian culture's presentation. Among 
the colonial arts and crafts shown will be 
spinning, weaving and quilting, silversmithing 
and pottery making lace and candle making 
among others. Folk dances will be demon­ 
strated. which will show how American dances 
evolved from American Indian and Kuropean 
dance. 
Three to four thousand visitors are expected 
to attend the affair. Most of them will also visit 
one or more of the stone houses along Huguenot 
Street, "the oldest street in America with the 
original Houses". lour guides tor the homes in 
some cases will be descendants of the builders, 
and as usual the hostesses will be dressed in 
colonial and Huguenot garb. The houses are 
now owned by the Huguenot Historical Society, 
and several of them—dating back to the turn 
of the 1600-1700 century —have been restored to 
their original condition. Although they are open 
all year round. Stone House Day brings an 


influx of visitors who are interested in the 
demonstrations and crafts as well as the design 
and structure of the old buildings. 
The peace treaty pageant, to begin at 2 p.m., 
will accent the "Two Cultures in Harmony" 
theme. The 1677 agreement has never been 
broken even during the turbulent years of the 
French and Indian wars, and it preceded by 
four years the more widely known f>eace treaty 
which William Penn successfully completed 
with the Indians in Pennsylvania. 
Five Ksopus tribe leaders and 11 church 
elders, the heads of the first Huguenot families 
to settle in the area along the Wallkill River, 
were signers of the pact. Estimated cost for the 
items used to purchase the lands came to about 
one hundred times what Peter Minuit had paid 
for all of Manhattan only 50 years before. 
Former ANA president Dr. Garry Kitzmann, 
claims that the credit for the shrewd bargain 
made by the Indian chiefs goes to the women 
of their tribe, who are reported to have kept 
urging their husbands to increase the demands 
during the negotiating sessions. 
The pageant is being produced with the 
assistance of the Theatre Department at State 
University College, New Paltz. 


At ms»n the women of the Church will offer 
the usual complete dinner (main course, baked 
ham) at $3 for adults and $1.50 for children. 
They will also have an outdoor booth for hand 
made gift articles, home baked goods, borne 
canned jellies and preserves and home made 
bread. 
A snack bar with hamburgers, hot dogs, 
sandwiches and drinks will add a contem- 
porary. though hardly gourmet note, and a slide 
show of New Paltz history will be presented 
periodically throughout the day. 


Hours for Stone House Day are 10 a.m. to 4 
p.m. All proceeds for the street admissions (the 
stone House tours are additional for each house) 
will be shared by the Association of Native 
Americans and the Reformed Church. Ad­ 
mission fees include all demonstrations and 
programs, and entry to the Indian village. 
Children under six will be admitted tree. 
Ample free parking is available. New Paltz is 
at Exit 18 on the N Y S Thruway.

Crazy Comedy 
May Have Answer to 
Today’s Turmoil

Kids today will look at old people crossing a street and 
call them “ wrinkles." It underscores the drift away from 
family roots and respect for the aging. 


This is how Ruth Gilbert feels about today's generation 
and why she is working so diligently on a revival of the 
George S. Kaufman and Hart comedy ‘ ‘ ^ou ( an t lake 
It With You. ” The play, according to Miss (iilhert, is warm 
and about family life. " It ’s filled with action and yet the 
message is one people are hungry to hear. 


Ruth Gilbert has opened a two-week engagement of the 
comedy at Woodstock Playhouse. She feels close to the 
subject of family vs. children because she admits it is even 
difficult for her to understand her own 20-vear old daughter. 


"Their urgings are difficult to understand. My daughter 
loves us but I do not know what she is looking for. It's hard 
for us to understand what is going on these days," the 
actress told LIF E . 


Kaufman’s play is and example of benefits which can be 
reaped within the framework of a family unit, according to 
Miss (iilhert. She feels its "essage" will enable many to find 
an answer to society's turmoil. "People don t feel they 
belong anywhere—they don’t have any roots,” the stage and 
TV actress told LIFE. 


This is Miss Gilbert’s first professional visit to Woods­ 
tock. "I picked Woodstock for this first revival because it 
is an art colony and 1 also feel the atmosphere makes it a 
wonderful place in which to show this play again," she said. 


Ruth (iilhert began her acting career at the age of 10 with 
a part in Eugene O'Neill’s comedyAh, Wilderness. She 
admits her mother, whom she lost in November last year, 
was a typical "stage mother." She also says: "I miss her. 


A brother, who went into theatre, is a scenic designer and 
worked almost exclusively with George S. Kaufman. 


Many will recall Miss Gilbert was Milton Berle's zany 
secretary on TV and her line—“ Don’t tight it, it s bigger 
than both of us,” has never been forgotten. 


Early in the game, Miss Gilbert realized “ ...you don’t 
earn a living in theatre—you are really a starving artist." 
She also told L IF E : 


"When it became necessary to support myself. I learned 
about radio. Radio is a factory for actors but you really 
made a fortune those days. Your voice was used daily on 
may shows," she explained. 


Goodman Ace, famous script writer and author of Easy 


Aces gave Miss Gilbert a radio contract. She became a 
regular on his program. Through Goodman, Miss Gilbert 
joined the Berle show and stayed with him for five years. 
She says: 


"In fact, Milton has a play for Broadway production now. 
He wants me to do the part of his wife. I probably will not 
end up in it because I feel I am not for the part. Somebody 
else would be good in that role—unless there is a rewrite. 


Speaking about theatre in general, Miss Gilbert ex­ 
plained she is involved with method acting. "1 think it is 
live, bubbling and more than contemporary. I work with 
Lee Strasberg and I feel this is the future theatre," she said. 


The actress says things are constantly changing hut that 
theatre was the only really live thing. Method acting, which 
had to emerge also, is basically a concentration on a sub­ 
text rather than the written line. The written line, accord­ 
ing to Miss Gilbert, is superficial. “ You have to know the 
emotional reality behind it," she explained. 


Miss Gilbert also told L IF E that many Broadway people 
will he coming into Woodstocdk to see this “ revival" and 
that later it is possible the play will go into a New Jersey 
year-round theatre located a short distance from Man­ 
hattan. The veteran actress wants to see “ You Can’t Take 
It With You” end up on Broadway. 


" It ’s the only play that has a needed message. It’s 
amazing how timely it is," she concludes." 


The Woodstock production of Kaufman's comedy is 
staged Wednesday through Saturday evenings at 8:30 p.m. 
and Sunday at 7 p.m. Matinees are scheduled for Wednes­ 
day and Saturdays at 2:30 p.m. Final curtain will be 
Sunday, Aug. 10.
